32. (New) The method as claimed in claim 31, wherein said first display includes a 
display of content and the display of electronic program guide data simultaneously. 

33. (New) The method as claimed in claim 32, wherein the electronic program guide 
displayed on said first display of said first information handling system is displayed in at 
least one of a minimally invasive and minimally interfering manner. 



34. (New) The method as claimed in claim 32, wherein the electronic program guide 
displayed on said first display of said first information handling system is displayed in a 
portion smaller than said display of content. 

35. (New) The method as claime^^ claim 31, further comprising determining whether 
the event related program gukie data is available in the first information handling system, 
and in the even the eve^J^elated program guide data is not available, executing said 
sending step. 
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
